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Silk Smuggling in Now 
York. 



Lnvrronco, tho ox-Collector who was 
latoly extradited by Britain, has boon 
bi ought back to New Yoik in tho Scy- 
thia, and in now an occupant of Lud- 
lovr-streot gaol. It is said that reveln- 
tions will be made by and through 
Lnwrenco which will make it appear 
aw if such things) as honesty and up- 
right dealing wero not known among 
the merchants of Now York and else- 
where. It has been found that with- 
in the last two years as many as eighty 
entries of professedly hosiery goods, 
but in reality silks, bavo been made 
by fictitious persons. Tho duty was 
paid upon tho low allegod value, and 
the Government was correspondingly 
defrauded. With all these entries 
Lawrenco wad socrotly connected. 
The fraqd was accomplished by one of 
the Deputy Collectors, Des Anges. 
whose duty it was to designate cases 
for examination by the appraiser, be- 
ing bribed and nonseqaen.Ely alwa3'3 
se'.octing cases containing only goods 
according to tho false invoice. 

Whon Lawrence was seized by De- 
teotivo Mooney, his associates in 
Liverpool offered that oflicor $10,000 
in gold if he would allow hia prisoner 
to go. 

Some of tho purchar . made from 
the smugglers are very largo. Messrs. 
H. B. Clallin & Co., for instance, pur- 
chased to the extent of $400,000. None 
of tho firm, howerer, know that tho 
good-s were smuggled. At least they 
protest that they did not. Levy, an- 
other of tlio conspirators, escaped to 
Montreal, and thereafter to Quebec, 
where he was arrested, but afterwards 
discharged, it is said, on insufficient 
grounds, by the Quebec Magistrate. 

It is believed that not le^s than 
three millions' worth of silk have, 
through this ring, been fraudulently 
passed through the New York Custom 
House during the two years. Tho 
loss to the Government has been about 
$l,000,()ii(). At least so sava the New 
York "Herald. " It is thus that tho 
"ring" embraced persons in Liverpool 
and Montreal, and those of a social 
standing which might have put them 
beyond suspicion. But this we very 
much doubt. Tho most distressing 
feature in all these transactions is the 
apparently utter demoralization of 
Government olUeials,as well as of men 
of supposed good standing in the 
commercial world. Tho race for rich- 
es is pushed to what may be called "a 
killing pace," and after all it does not 
pay. "Whiskey rings," "ajik rings," 
"wheat rings," "gold rings," "oil 
rings," "coal rings," "wood rings," 
''railway rings." "Tammany rings," 
''canal rings." Nothing buteonspiea- 
oiea to defraud, and thoso who manago 
tlio matter successfully are complimen- 
ted as ablo financiers, or, at any rato, 
laughed at, and with as "very smart.." 
Had Lawrence but managed to keep 
thiuga straight till he "made his pile, ' 
with most it would have been "nil 
right, ' oven though it had been after- 
wards shrewdly suspected that ho 
could not have made all that monoy 
honestly."

The Result of Registration 

It is a noteworthy fact that in oveiy 
oont^nt whore tho present Ministry have 
como in contact with tho People th<y 
h»vo boen s out to the rightabout. Take 
tho Victoria District Election, early in 
187±, whore tho Government, backeil 1 y 
tho putronage of two Governments, oon- 
oontrated thoir foroes upon one man and 
were routed most ingloriously by two 
Rsforniers. Tako tho Lillooot Election 
in the fall of the sumo your. Tho Ministry 
ran one man against two Reformers, a) d 
the result wau the sumo as in Victoria 
District — tho Government man whs beat- 
en and the two Reformers elected. To 
find a more recent illustration, exuminc 
tho Anti-Registration of Voters' Act. Was 
evor.measuro more cunningly devised for 
snatching from a majority of tho Peop'e 
a voioo and vote iu tho Government of 
tho country ? Was there over a more 
palpable attempt to manipulate the Vot- 
ers' Lists than was contained in tho clause 
which required two responsible electors 
and a J. P. to certify to tho respectability 
of an elootor claiming to vote ? Or a more 
disgraceful attempt at disfranchising 
half-a thousand electors by the destruc- 
tion of tho old Voters' Lists ? Wo un- 
told, on very doubtful authority, indeed, 
that bocauso tho now list iu the city is 
fuller than tho old list, to accept the iu- 
croiao as an evidence that tho new law 
ia a good ono, and that it was really fram- 
ed in the interests of tho country. What 
do tho men who, although already enroll- 
ed aa voters, were forced to travel from 
end to end of Comox, Viotoria.Esquimalt 
and Now Westminster Districts in search 
of a J. P. boforo whom to make a declar- 
ation, and then to tho nearest postoffice to 
mail their claims, say to this ? What do 
tb.a ten-yeur old voters who, having left 
one district to reside in another district, 
found themsolves disfranchised in both, 
•ay to this ? What do tho men who came 
to the Province on the 2nd of June, 187 J, 
to reside permanently, and who after six 
months' l'osidonco sent in their claims o 
bo registered under the old Act, and wl o 
are disfranchised by tho new Act, si y 
to this? Is it not tho tip top summit i f 
presumption ami impudence reachi d 
when tho pooplo of Esquimalt and New 
Westminster Districts are told that tl o 
decrease in the Esquimalt and Victoria 
lists is because tho new law does away 
with dual voting, when it is notorio; s 
that the law of 1874 provided again t-t 
duality at tho polls V More; that the law c f 
1874 prescribed a penalty of SoOfor eveiy 
voter who suffered his name to be on two 
rolls at the same time, and that the law 
was universally complied with in that re 
Bpect ? We have asserted beforo and we 
now repeat tho assertion, that the whole 
aim, tendency, scope und intent of the 
now law was to disfranchise. If proof 
were wanted beyond the wording of the 
Act itself it would bo found in tho at- 
tempt of the Government to declare il- 
legal tho claims recorded by one J. P , 
who had been particularly active in bring- 
ing up voters, while it raised no objec- 
tion to the claims recorded by other J. 
P.b. If tho Government had an earnest, 
honest desire to promote registration 
under the Act, why did it by this disre- 
putable means, sock to disfranchise some 
180 bonafi.de electors? It is all very well 
for friends of the Government, since the 
People in the city turned out en masse 
and defeated their scheme, to take credit 
to themselves for an increase in the lists; 
but they can never get rid of 
tho responsibility of the Act itself. 
There it iH, a blot on the statute-hook of 
a Provino posse-sing Constitutional 
Government; and there it will remain un- 
til tho electors who are above and beyond 
the reach of Government"pip" shall have 
tent men to represent them whoso firs>t 
c»ro it shall be to punish usurpation and 
rontore tho privileges thai were secured 
this People under the Constitution.

Tho Pacific Railway- The 
Lots on the Line-Nailliiig 
the Stations. 

(Toronto 'Hobo.) 
In laying out the Pacific Railway from 
Hat Portage west, it is found that tho 
major portion of it lies at a greater or 
lesser angle to a duo oast and west line 
Tho Government have, therefore, doter 
in ned that the lots, which have a depth 
of about a mile, shall be rt right, angles 
to tho road on each Bide. But beyond 
these tiers of lots tho regular rectangu- 
lar surveys will be adopted, as in other 
sections of tho i •nnnii v I lie crossings 
of the railway will bo at intervals of from 
six to nine miles, and tho road system 
will be made to converge to these points, 
where also ptovision will be miulo foi 
town and village plots, each with a dis- 
tinctive name, which has already been 
indicated upon the map. Tho line ia now 
located all the way to the Government 
buildings on Swan River, near Fort Fel- 
ly, and throughout tho whole distance of 
some 281) miles no formidable obstacle 
has been encountered. The work is of 
the lightest possible description, and the 
land the whole way is repotted to bo ad- 
mirably adapted for settlement. The 
names of distinguished men have been 
alopted us thoto of the future settle- 
ments on the national highway in the 
treat Lone Land; rigidly excluding, 
however, living Canadian celebrities, and 
us strictly avoiding tho terminals "ville." 
"ton," or "burg." The new town at the 
crossing of the Had River, near the stone 
l-'ort, is called "Selkirk," after the foun- 
der of the settlement on those banks. 
The distinguished missionary traveller 
"Livingstone" gives his name to the seat 
if government on the Swan River, near 
FortPelly. Ono of the most important 
sites of a town, tho Narrows, at Lake. 
.Manitoba, is designated "Mansfield;" 
while the Mossy River Btalion, which 
loaches the southeast corner of Lake 
Wiunipagoosis, has received the name of 
"Carnarvon. "

H, B. Harrison appeared in answer to 
a summons charged with having assault- 
ed Wm. Embleton on the 31st M»j, and 
also with doing damage to his clothes to 
the extent of $25. 

Tho plaintiff iu this case hns boon aoting 
as diver at tho works at Boavcr liook 
under a contract with Mr. Bpenco, tho 
contractor for tho blasting. On the 3i»t 
May, when leaving work, Mr. Spenca 
having becomo dissatisfied with tho way 
tray in which the diver performed his 
work, objected to Embleton taking :>ome 
of tho apparatus home with him as he al- 
leged to clean and tho present case grew 
out of those circumstances. 

Mr. McElmen, for tho plaintiff, callod 
witnosses who fully proved the uso of 
violence, but His Worship was of opin- 
ion that the ease turned on tho question 
whether tho plaintiff had a right to de- 
tain tho apparatus after being requested 
to give it up, and whether an undue 
nmount of force had been used in at- 
tempting to take it away from him. It 
appeared from tho evidence that plaintiff 
reiused to give it up; that the defendant, 
by Mr. Spence's order, took hold of him 
to take tho apparatus away. Plaintiff 
finding one hand held by defendant and 
tho employer iu holding on to tho goods 
kicked defendant soveroly and then de- 
fendant struck him. 

His Worship considered Mr. Sponoo 
tho party answerable for the safo custody 
of the apparatus aod theroforo plaintiff 
onght to have Eurrendored it. Summons 
dismissed. 

Michael Keys was brought up charged 
with presenting a pistol and threatening 
to shoot Thoi. A. Williamson. 

Constable Black gave evidence to the 
effect that, hearing a disturbance in the 
St. Nicholas saloon about 4:10 a. m. yes- 
terday morning, ho wont inside and there 
jseemed to be a fight going on betweon 
the prisoner and Williamson; saw pri- 
soner strike Williamson, who was pulled 
away by his friends; prisoner was lean- 
ing with his back against the bar ooun- 
tsr, Williamson standing a little apart 
from him when Keys said. "Let tho son 
of a b — b come, I'll fix him," ami then 
went in the direution of Williamson, but 
tho crowd took complainant away. He 
(Black) stood about 8 feot from prisoner 
and Williamson might have been 10 or 12 
feet away. Keys then put his hand iuto 
tho back pocket of his trowaers, pulled 
out a pistol, ooeked it and said with an 
oath "I'll uhoot you," pointing the pis- 
tol towards Williamson. Black then 
eeizsd Keys by tho arms, hald him and 
callod for assistance, and Sergt. Bloom- 
field and officer Parsons-came iu and 
Keys was arretted and taken to gaol. The 
prisoner also threatened to shoot officer 
Black whilo holding him, the pistol be- 
ing all this time on fnl'cOok, uutil Sergt. 
Bloomfield knocked it out of his hand 
and took charge of it. 

Sergt. Bloomfield corroborated ofiicor 
Black's evidence, and said that at the 
time ho came up the muzzle of the pis- 
tol was pointed to Black's ribs and was 
within 5 or inches of them, aud if it 
had gone off the ball must hare gone 
through him. He thought Keys quite 
sober at the tune of tho occurrence. 

W. G. Bryant and W. Williams gave 
efidence of » similar character and His 
Houcr, after a few remarks on tho gravi 
ty of the case, remauded tho prisoner till

Europe 

Berlin, June 2. — The official gaz- 
ette, commenting on Lord Derby's 
statement iu the British House of 
Lords, admits that tho increase of tho 
French army created a certain amount 
of uneasiness which was not attended, 
however, with warlike resolves or de- 
liberation in Germany. Tho idea of 
requesting France to reduce her force 
and discontinue military organization 
was not entertained. 

London, June 2. — -The anti-slavery 
society deputation, comprising half a 
dozen members of Parliament, yester- 
day evening presented a memorial to 
Lord Derby urging on tho Goveru- 
injnt of Great Britain tho duty of tak- 
ing decisive steps by way of friendly 
mediation to bnugubout.au equitable 
termination to tho war in Cuba, and 
abolition of the slave trade. Mr. Ash- 
ley said, as the United States had re- 
linquished the idea of annexing Cuba, 
its good offices might be relied on to 
support this movement, Others call- 
ed the attention to the atrocities in tho 
Coolie traffic. Lord Derby said the 
Governmi ut had no right to interfere 
in the Coolie question. Au asser- 
tion made by memoialists that Cuba 
was fast culminating in favor of the 
insurgents was premature. Ho did 
not think Spain will view nay proposal 
of mediation favorably. Lord Derby 
said tho British Government will bo 
glad to avail itself of any prospects 
offered for putting an end to the exist- 
ing state of things in Cuba. Eman- 
cipation of the slaves would, no doubt, 
sooner or later, be accomplished. The 
slave owners are aware of this and aro 
only fighting for the continuance of 
the present system. He believed the 
emancipation would not be accom- 
plished by itself, and must form a 
part ot a system for the pacification of 
the island. The present time was not 
favorable for English interference. He 
behoved tho United Statoa had no desire 
to annex Cuba, but at tho sumo timo the 
American Government would recoive any 
attempt of Lowland tij interfere betweon 
Spain and Cuba with suspicion and bo 
apt to put a wrong construction upon it. 

A ions?, meeting waa held in Hyde 
Park to-day to express sympathy with 
the cabinetmakers who have just been re- 
leased from imprisonment to which they 
were sentenced for accosting comrades 
on their way to work and endeavoring to 
induce thein to join in the strike.

Mr. Doriou."

A FRENCH OPINION OF EARL 
RUSSELL. 

Paris, April 27. 
M. Auguatc Langol, for many years 
private secretary to the Duke d' An- 
ionic and who, I believe, still holds 
that honorablo office, has jus. pub- 
lished, in the Revuedcs Deux Son- 
des, an essay on Earl Russell's politi- 
cal career, in which, besides reviewing 
at considerable length the foreign 
policy of England during the many 
years w hen the noblo Earl was respon- 
sible for it, ho takes him severely to 
to task for the persevering Gallopho- 
bia which characterizes his "Recollec- 
tions ttud Suggestions." It would be 
difficult to read a mnro scat hing, and 
yet, withal, a more courteous attack. 
M. Langol ovidontly thinks tho foreign 
policy of England has come to grief, 
and in fact has become unworthy of 
England's greatfoss and prosperity; 
that, to use a terse pin as • of tho late 
Lord Derby's, "Johnny has upset tie 
ooach," Without further preface here 
is M. Langel's judgment on the noble 
Earl;— 

"There can be no doubt that, this 
incessant scolding, followed in o very 
cn.so by tame submission to events 
which might have been controlled, 
formed the distinctive feature of Lord 
Russ/dl's foreign polioy ; there in still 
loss doubt that this course had laid 
upon England a suspicion of secret 
impotence, of weakuOE.s, which pub- 
lic opinion 1ms perhaps exaggerated. 
There may bo a grandeur in silonco, 



but there is none where war Is n: & not 
followed up by deeds. In his "Recol- 
lections" Lord Russell does not conde- 
scend even to si much rs allude 
to Denmark. After his discom- 
fiture ho soon comforted himsel 
with tho reflection that there 
was still 'halm in Gilead.' Ho beheld 
with joy the growth of a now military 
power on the continent, and exulted 
in all its triumphs. Tho ruling passion 
which imparted unity to his life was 
abundantly gratified. Franco, whoso 
warlike ambition had so often dis- 
turbed him, he saw invaded, vanquish- 
ed, plundered, boroft of two provinces. 
Ho forgave thereon tho statesman who 
had jockeyed him in tlio Schloswig- 
Holstein business. Yet his national 
ambition is not satisfied; ho dronms of 
I know not what wars in which tho 
arms of England aro to acquire fresh 
glory. In his forecasts of tho future, 
ho anticipates tho rising f the star of 
another Napoleon— and he tolls us— 
'The groat European powers aro duly 
warned. England aud Italy, Ger- 
many and Prussia, Austria and Rus- 
sia, will do well when tho Imperial 
oaglo wings its flight from steeple to 
steeple to tho towers of Notro Dame, 
to form an alliance aud prepare for 
action.' Tho noblo lord, however, is 
somewhat rep' urod by the present 
state of European alliances. 'We are 
justified,' he says, 'in relying on tho 
prudence of Germany, Russia, and 
Austria; theso three powers will re- 
main united in spirit. Eight or 
ton months before tho war of 
1870 Lord Clarendon informed 
mo that Prussia had made un 
arrangement with Russia, in virtue of 
which the latter power would concen- 
trate on tlio Galician frontier a force 
sufficient to prevent Austria's helping 
France in tho coming war.' Lord 
Russell trusts that tho allianco of tho 
r.Dwors interested to coalosco against 
us will endure. He says so with a 
brutal oandor that has never spared 
friend or foe. "If tho dreams of the 
Eirst Napoleon were to inspire any fu- 
ture Bonaparte, and impelled him to 
try aud recover what aro called tbo 
natural frontiers of France.I am confi- 
dent that another 'hundred days' 
would bring about a third invasion of 
Erance.' Tho time is well chosen in- 
deed to indulge m such prophecies. It 
is not only of childhood that it may- 
be said, 'Cet ago est sans pitie.' As 
all retirod athletos, Lord Russoll is 
impationt in his retirement. His at- 
tempts to stir up tbo passion of Eng- 
land in favour of tho Ealk Laws prov- 
ed, however, a dismal failure. He 
did not even attempt to defend the eu- 
rctments to which he gave his moral 
support, and forebore to enquire what 
would be the eonsequenco "at the ap- 
p'icajon of suoli la.ws in England or 
Ireland, Not a single politician of 
note was found to join tho crusade ini- 
tiated by Lord Russell; and he him. 
8' If felt too unwell to attend the meet- 
ing ho had caused to bo summoned, 
lio had fired his parting shaft, telum 
inibollo sire ictu. It is sad to think 
that it should have been discharged by 
that trembling hand against the prin- 
ciple of religious liberty , which had 
boon, so to speak, one of tho mottoes 
of his life. His moral vision had 
grown dim; ho required the stimulus 
of public applause, even though it 
came from that mob which can over be 
roused in England by any reference 
to Rome. It is not without sadness 
that we feel it our duty to mingle this 
criticism with the narrative of a life 
which is calculated on many grounds 
to inspire respeot. Disdainful of for- 
tune, Lord Russell h.is consecrated 
his whole life, his whole energies, to 
public affairs; ho has loved his coun- 
try with possibly too jealous a passion, 
but ho over identified tho cause of 
England with tho cause of justice and 
liberty. He was always fond of litera- 
ture, and one of the pleasures of his 
old ago is to rocito to his children tho 
poem stored in his memory. He has 
regained in his manners somewhat of 
that rustic simplicity which ever marks 
tho difference between tho grand seig- 
neur Anglais and tho mere courtier. 
His figure has something imposing; in 
his stillness and occasional maladrea.se 
there is nothing of the perfidious art 
w hich marks some of his contemporar- 
ies. Even in his self-contradictions 
ho is sincere. Ho will remain as one 
of tho most original typos of that ro- 
bust English aristrocracy which has 
been ablo to onforoe its supremacy on 
a pooplo oagar for libety, and compel 
the most powerful monarchies to treat 
with it on even terms." 

Tho Whiskey Frauds. 

The doings of tho whiskey "ring" 
are being very earnestly discussed hy 
our neighbors on tho othor side, and 
more and moro damaging discoveries 
ore being made, and mora distilleries 
BOized, The New York "Tribune" 
demonstrates in a very conclusive fash- 
ion how tremendous must have been 
tho extent to which those frauds have 
been carried. It does this by show- 
ing how the apparent consumption of 
distilled spirits hns gone on for many 
years past undor different duties. 
Previous to July I, 18(i8, tho tax on 
distilled spirits was two dollars per 
gallon. At that dato : t was reduced 
to liLy coots, and continued nt tho 
latter figure till August 1, 1872, when 
it was again raised to seventy-five 
cents, nnd in February, 1875, onco 
moro raised to a dollar. Undor theso 
varied fiscal arrangements, and with 
an ovor increasing population, how- 
has the apparent consumption of 
distilled spirits proooedod. In 1HCJ, 
Commissioner Delano calculated that 
the consumption for tho year would be 
eighty millions of gallons, and that if 
tho tax law were honestly enforced 
tho annual rovonuo from it would bo 



60 millions of dollars. Since fithat 
tune, the population has increased one 
s xth and the ta.v on spirits has been 
mcieised, yet tho total revenue from 
Hns source for the year ending June 
1874 was only $49,444,090. No- 
body will say that this diminution 
arisosfromtheinoroasoaobrietyofthepeo 
pie. If not the inferej.ee i. plain that?t?s 
caused by tho operations of tho "whie- 
key ring" and kindred establishments 
I ho quantity of distilled liquors 
paying duty in 1870 was 71,337,- 
09-) gallons, but in 1874, in spite of 
the. increase of the population, it was 
only 68,805,374 gallons. In the Unit- 
ed kingdom, as tho "Tribune" shows, 
tho very reverse has hold good. Thero 
tho consumption of distilled spirits 
and tho revenue derived from them' 
has gone on steadily increasing at the 
very time when a marked falling off 
was taking place in tho States 

Tbo oxcisedutios in Ontario are 
nearly throe t mes what they are in the 
btates, and, of course, on that account 
are more favourable to tho smuggler. 
Yet the revenue derived from excise 
there in 1874 was $144,000,000, as 
against $01,000,000 in tho Statos.Dur- 
mg tho ton years from 18G4 to 1874 
the revenue from excise in Britain has 
increased fifty per cent, without any 
change iu tho rate, while with an in- 
creased r-.te the United States exciso 
has never been managed to produce 
the reveiue it yielded in 1870, though 
tno population has been always in- 
creasing, and the condition of the 
working men has been, during the 
most of tho time, eminently prosper- 
ous. Wo fear the conclusion drawn 
by tho "Tribune" is irresistible. The 
people are not drinking less, but 
smuggling is can ied on on a sca^e which 
ma r.es all former attempts of the kind 
appear in comparison petty and con- 
temptible.
